Our Position. 

Since tho ultor failure of tho roboln 
and traitors at tho publio mooting, on 
Saturday evening, tlio Annotation 
fovcr ban almost died away. Tbe bold, 
determined stand wtiicli tlio loyalists 
then took has struck terror to tlio 
hearts of tho men who wore instru- 
mental in calling tho mooting, and, 
dusoried by their followers, thoy aro 
casting about ior an opportunity to 
savo tbomsolvos from tho " wrath to 
como," which tnoy soo plainly is about 
to be visited upon them. Tho mass ol 
tho peoplo — af. or tho first excitement 
oocasiancd by tho unfair conditions 
offered in tho Union Bill— bavo 
loyally agreed to accopt its tonus 
and to ondeavor to strengthen the 
hands oi tho Executive in an effort to 
raise tho Colonies from tho Slough 
of Despond into which they have fallen 
to tho proud position of groat and 
prosperous British sottloments. In 
provious articles wo bavo ondoavorcd 
to point out what we boliovod to bo 
tho advantages as well as tho disad- 
vantages growing out of this Union ; 
and bavo ttated lb ixt politically we will 
lose, while commercially wo shall bo 
gainors by tho chango. So long as tho 
clause giving tho Legislature ot each 
Colony tho privilege of rejecting or 
accepting tho Union romainod in the 
Bill, wo had determined to battle 
against its accoptanco by tho Lcgisla* 
turo of this Island until terms of 
equality woro guaranteed. But when 
that olauso had boon swopt away by 
tho Imperial Parliament, and wo saw 
that Union was inovitablo — when it 
was urged that tho alternative of Union 
was Annexation — when wo saw the 
community gradually drifting into 
two parties— loyalists and disloyalist* 
— aud that tho time had arrived when 
every man must select bis side and 
elect to stand or fall with it— wo did 
not besitato to range ourselves with 
tho former party and to denounce 
in unsparing torrns tho promo 
tors of tho secession ngitation. 
"Without allowing loyalty to enter for 
a moment into the quostion — and 
looking at it from a puroly mercenary 
point of view — no sano man can see 
anything but ruin and annihilation to 
result from a display of disloyalty. 
Ala time whon we are awaiting tho ar- 
rival of a Governor who, wo believe, is 
deeply prejudiced against us as a peo- 
ple — a Governor who baa told Roi 
Mujesty's Ministers "that Vancou- 
ver Island is not prepared for rei 
presenlativo institutions," in nlace 
of being advised to adopt a lino ot 
policy that would remove this ground 
loss prejudice against us, tho people 
were told to recti vo the Governor in 
a manner that would be as insulting 
to him as a man, as it would bo dis 
loyal to the Queen. The ellect ol 
following such advice would speedily 
develop itself. Our enemies would 
seize upon it as an excuse fur depriv- 
ing tho Islanders ot every privilege 
that would enable thorn to prospoi; 
tho Governor would fool justitied in 
dealing with us as disloyal subjects 10 
bring every influence at his command 
to bear against us;— and the end 
would bo utter and complete ruin for 
Victoria. It was to avert such a 
catastrophe that wo pointed out to 
our readers tho folly and madness 
that actuated the Annexationists in 
their demands, and tho consequences 
that would have resulted from an 
adoption of their ideas, in doing so we 
have been unsparing in our denuncia- 
tions of the villainous combination 
and ics members, and notwithstanding 
wo aro threatened with prosecutions 
by those whoso treuchery we have 
fearlessly exposed, wo shall cont'nuo 
our efforts until tho last enemy ol the 
Old Flag has either been driven from 
tho Colony, or compelled to acknowl- 
edge tho error of his ways and u-k 
forgiveness for his sins.

[From the "Victoria Fraas," Ooti, 17,1862] 
"When the Press cumo into existoneo, the 
British sentiment of Vancouver Island was 
it a low obh — pandering to foreign interests 
was among the characteristics of a larco por- 
lion of tho British population. To counter- 
act Ihe un-English influence of this prepond- 
erating element in our midst, has been the 
policy of ihis journal from first to last. How 
well its effort* have succeeded, assistod, no 
doubt, by our British Immigration, I can only 
refer the inhabitants to the sentiment which 
prevailed in the community a year and a 
half ago. To take this stand, however, 
necessarily alienated the greater portion ef the 
f ireign population, and injured the paper in a 
financial point ol view, but iho tons of the 
Press has been in no way affected by these 
circumstances. It became a duty devolving 
on the conductor of a British newspaper in a 
British colony, to encourage in our promiscuous 
and varied population, isolated, as wo were, 
Irom direct communication with tho mother 
country, the growth of British feeling, and a 
practical admiration and alloc tion for British 
institutions. 

Lkonard McClukk. 
There! Mr Editor, I think this will do. 
The above needs no comment beyond thin: 
fbat it tho Leonard McUlure who professed 
such an admiration for British institutions in 
1862 thai be could only show his loyalty by 
abusing American citizms and attempt to 
disrupt their country, be identical with the 
Leonard McClure who, in 1862, is so struck 
will) the superiority of American institu- 
tions that he is willing lo turn truitor lo his 
country — he should meet with but little favor 
at the hands ol either Britons or Americans, 
simply because he is either cracked in the 
upper Htory or because he is a dishonest 
man.

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LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Europe, 

Nen York. Oct. 2.— Foreign advices re- 
ceived by the Cily of Boris may furnish fur- 
ther explanation of the advance of bread- 
stuffs in the English markets. Heavy rains 
•mil continued high wiuda have inflicted 
serious injury on the crops in most of the 
agricultural districts in England and Ire 
land. In tlio Moorland region the loss will be 
heavy, tlio crops remaining in the fields having 
suffered so much that they will only be fit 
for cattle, while tha^tniiding crops are rotted 
at the bottom. Barley, oats, peas and pota- 
toes, have all experienced damage. From 
Scotland the reports are unfavorable. The 
same observation applies with even greater 
force to Ireland. 

The Pall Mall Gazette gives tho following 
statement of the Bapul difficulty. While 
preparing for tho eventuality ot fliiht, the 
I'ope is also contemplating the possibility of 
being detained captive at Rome, and as a 
consequonce has drawn up a Becret bull 
dolegating his full powers to a cardinal, 
whom certain reasons prevent his naming at 
present.

Tho funeral obsequies ol lliu Into William 
Broulie Naylor, High Sheriff of tbia Coloiiy, 
were performed yesterday, and ncvtir before 
did any eitnilnr event awaken fccliuys of nueli 
profound sorrow among the in'.iabitnuts of all 
classca. It was — il we may be patdoood the 
expression— a pcrfeot ovation to the inoiiiory 
of the departed, and sbowod inoro conelu- 
Bively than words eould convoy the genera' 
estimation in which ihe decoased was held. 
The Hugs in Ibo city were hung at lialf-maat 
throughout the day, and between the hours 
of three and six, most ol tho stores and shops 
were closed. At 3 p. m., tho procession, 
headed by tho Baud of tho Volunteers, 
moved from tho residonco of tbo lato Mr 
Naylor, at James Bay, and marched thence 
along the water's ctlgo abutting on Sir Junius 
Douglas' residence, to Humboldt ; thence, to 
Government and up Fort street, to Christ 
Church. The cortege, which nuisi have i-x~ 
tended over half amnio, tvas the longest we 
have ever witnessed in Ibis Culony. Tho 
followiog was Ihe order of procession, as ar- 
ranged by Mr R. Lewis, assisted by Mr John 
Banks, Director of Ceremonies, on behalf of 
the Masonic Fraternity :

Draymen, with teams. 
The members of the two Masonic Lodges 
attended in full force, numbering about 120 
attiied in full Regalia ot the order. Tho

Tho ohurcb and fire hells tolled during the 
progress of the procession through the town, 
and ciowds of persons collected at every 
availablo spot to wituess the obsequies. Tie 
corpse having buen deposited in the aisle of 
tho Churoh, the beautiful scrvico wns read 
by Dean Orldge, assisted by tho Rev. A. C. 
Garret, at tho conclusion ol which, tho or- 
gan pealed forth tho thrilling " Dead March " 
in Saul, which was most touchingly performed 
by tho Organist, Mr Whittalter. Tho body 
was then replaced in the bior and conveyed 
to tho cemetery, where the remainder of the 
service was read by the Dean, during a 
heavy sliowor of rain. When the Church of 
England service was over, Mayor Franklin, 
W. M. of Victoria Lodge, delivered in a very 
impressive manner tho Masonic burial ser- 
vice appointed lo bo read on the occasion ; 
and the Rev. T. Somervillc, Chaplain of the 
Lodge, concluded with a fine prayer for the 
roposo of Ihe soul of their departed brother. 
Tho formularies of the cralt having been ob j 
eorved, order was again formed, and the 
different bodies marched buck to town.

Koyul Navy, named Francis H. VVbito, John 
Prior, Donald Luuo and Joseph Smilh, weto 
charged yesterday in the Police Court with 
assuulting cflicor Abaou in the execution of 
his duty, und Michael MuCarlby and Ed* 
ward Tudhuutcr were charged with aiding 
aud assisting tbo prisonors to escapo. It ap- 
peared, from the ovidouce of olliceis Abson 
aud Pardee, that the prisoners Donald Lanu 
and Joseph Smith were lighting in Johnson 
street, having stripped themselves to tbo 
waist, and attracted a crowd of somo two 
hundred persons.
